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Art Institute Campaign Projects Theme 
of January Program 


On January 18 at noon, in 
the Price Auditorium of The 
Art Institute of Chicago, Cal 
Audrain, Assistant Vice Presi- 
lent for Administrative Af- 
Eairs/Operations, will discuss 
some of the projects involved 
in the Art Institute's capital 
campaign. 

The Art Institute is just 
six months away from complet- 
ing the largest capital effort 
indertaken by a midwestern 
zultural institution. The 
"all 1984 Newsletter of "The 
campaign for Chicago's Master- 
»ice" announced that the cam- 


paign total has passed 
$38,500,000 in its effort to 
meet the $49,250,000 goal by 
June 30, 1985. 

Plans and slides will high- 
light discussion of Hammond 
Beeby and Babka's new south 
building. The focal point of 
the $20,000,000 building will 
be Regenstein Hall, the na- 
tion's largest facility for 
special exhibitions, to be lo- 
cated on the top floor of the 
three-story structure. Ground- 
breaking for the south build- 
ing is scheduled for 1985.

galleries and replacement of 
the skylight's glass roof will 
also be covered. The archi- 
tect for this portion of the 
campaign project is SOM, with 
Adrian Smith as design part- 
ner. 

This program, coordinated 
under the direction of Harold 
Hellman, chairman of the Com- 
mittee for Architects in Gov- 
ernment/Industry and Educa- 
tion, will include a discus- 
sion of the work underway on 
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President’s Message

We'll be repeating "The Archi- 
tect as Developer" the follow- 
ing Saturday, April 20, fea- 
turing entrepreneurial case 
studies of modest scale to 
ease you into profitable un- 
dertakings. 

Life-safety issues are a 
recurrent theme this year be- 
ginning with the February 15 
program, "Is it Asbestos?" in 
the CCAIA Board Room at noon. 
On September 12 and 13 we will 
co-sponsor a Fire Safety 
Building Design Seminar by the 
National Fire Academy, which 
offers CEU credits. Later in 
the fall a one-day Life-safety 
program on indoor air pollu- 
tion flammability, toxicity 
and liability issues has been 
scheduled. 

To cheer you with thoughts 
of spring, the Chapter office 
has a one-half hour VHF video- 
taped client brief on King 
Ludwig of Bavaria to assist 
those pre-planning their sand- 
castles. To celebrate our 
lOth annual beach-building 
Spree, our traditional castle 
theme is being promoted by the 
Illinois Department of 
Tourism.

Change for Regional 
Structure Proposed 


In the November issue of 
the FOCUS, 1984 President Tom 
Eyerman stated that he felt 
the Illinois Council "must be 
changed." He suggested that 
the Illinois Council should 
concern itself exclusively 
with legislative matters, that 
the state organization, by 
simplifying its structure, 
would be more responsive to 
its members. He also proposed 
that chapters with less than 
75 members merge with other 
chapters in the state, keeping 
programs, however, on a "local 
basis." I would like to re- 
spond to the essence of Mr. 
Eyerman's message. 

It is, in fact, the Nation- 
al AIA that needs reorganiza- 
tion as mandated by the 1982 
AIA Convention. The AIA was 
instructed to "evaluate the 
organizational structure of 
the AIA at all levels in order 
to insure the achievement of 
its major goals in an economi- 
cal, effective manner. 

The AIA is presently organ- 
ized into 18 regions with 32 
directors. For every 625 to 
1712 members Illinois is en- 
titled to one director. Our 
qualifying limit (which three 
years ago was 1562) has in- 
creased each time we neared 
the magic number that would 
allow us another director to 
represent the region. It ap- 
pears that the possibility of 
Illinois ever getting two di- 
rectors is highly improbable, 
if not impossible. 


Mr. Eyerman is right in 
many respects regarding his 
concerns about how the State 
is organized. He is not 
alone. Over the past 20 year 
the Chicago Chapter has been 
influential in the restructur- 
ing of the Illinois Council 
Bylaws. However, none of 
these changes has alleviated 
the concern that Chicago or 
other chapters in the state 
have for the life expectancy 
of the Illinois Council. 
Therefore, I suggest the fol- 
lowing reorganization: 


A new organizational struc 
ture, which I have forwarded 
to Robert Lawrence, FAIA, 
chairman, Goverance Task 
Force, would divide the Unite 
States into six regions with 
Illinois incorporated into a 
larger region. The Chicago 
Chapter would, among other 
staffed components, become a 
part of a network supplying 
programs, information, and 
services to the remaining un- 
staffed components in the 
region. The Illinois Council 
would continue as a legisla- 
tive arm for Illinois and its 
components, having a staffed 
office and holding meetings 
to review, recommend, or pass 
judgment on governmental is- 
sues. The individual chapter: 
in the state of Illinois, as 
well as the rest of the Unitec 
States, who are unstaffed, 
would be individual chapters 
as they are now, except they 
would be networked into a 
staffed component. 

As presently written, the 
bylaws of the Institute state 
that all local components must 
refer state matters to a state 
organization, i.e. the Illi- 
nois Council/AIA. If the bud- 
get is studied, it can be 
noted that 80% of the dues 
revenue is used to staff and 
maintain an office for govern- 
mental affairs, while 20% is 
used to maintain a state cohe- 
siveness. 

Until such time as a reor- 
ganization occurs within the 
total Institute's structure, 
the Illinois Council should 
remain as structured.

More Kudos 


The Accessibility Sub-Com- 
mittee of the Mayor's Advisory 
Committee on Codes & Standards 
has spent over three years de- 
veloping detailed recommended 
revisions of the State of Il- 
linois Accessibility Code. 
This document will now be sub- 
mitted to the Capital Devel- 
opment Board for considera- 
tion, and, hopefully, for- 
warded to the State Assembly 
for action. 

The recommended revisions, 
in addition to clarifying spe- 
cific areas of concern, are 
more coordinated with the ANSI 
recommended national code, re- 
organize accessibility issues 
in existing structures on a 
graded scale relating the 
scope of work to the size of 
the building, and readdress 
residential requirements. The 
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Against a corner wall at 
the extreme end of a series 
of photographs of the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railway Termi- 
nal is a shot of an advertis- 
ing bill asking, "What Next?" 
Above and to its left we see 
a pile of rubble surrounding 
a trio of mighty columns. As 
I sat recording my impressions 
of the ArchiCenter's recently 
opened photographic exhibi- 
tion, I was disappointed, yet 
not surprised, that the after- 
noon's viewers gave brief at- 
tention to the subtle message. 

This segment of "The Life 
and Death of Great Buildings" 
documents, through recent pho- 
tographs, the architecture of 
the now demolished terminal. 
The exhibit as a whole in- 
cludes a small collection of 
blown-up photos and promotion 
booklet pages depicting the 
Home Insurance Building and 
the Field Building (now the 
LaSalle National Bank Build- 
ing) which stands on its site. 
This portion of the show cele-

brates the 100th anniversary 
of the Home Insurance Building 
and the 50th of the Field 
Building. 

Michael Herschensohn, who 
curated the exhibition in co- 
operation with photographer 
Bruce Edwards, has collected 
over 75 photos of the C&NW 
Terminal Building. Herschen- 
sohn's timing is exquisite. 
The exhibit, which incorpo- 
rates the work of six photo- 
graphers, including Edwards, 
opened on the eve of an arti- 
fact sale rising from the dem- 
olition dust barely settled 
at the Canal, Madison, and 
Clinton site. 

This photographic story 
beautifully records Granger 
& Frost's 1911 terminal with 
its thin-tiled Guastavino 
vaulting featuring renaissance 
motifs adapted to include 
railroad imagery, and the pho- 
tographers' artistry has near- 
ly eradicated the gloomy tone 
that the station's owners had 
allowed to consume the build-

ing. There is, however, an 
element beyond architectural 
detail. 

As one of the thousands of 
commuters passing through the 
terminal each day I was aware 
of that special component - 
the "human experience of a 
particular time," an energy 
emanating from the building's 
past. That important rub witl 
history, however, is forfeitec 
again in the interest of mo- 
dernity, and the demise of the 
dark, imposing structure does 
not interrupt the day-to-day 
flow of schedules and commutei 
concerns. We may even throng 
through the glitzy new build- 
ing more efficiently. 

Still the question should 
be asked. What Next? Can't 
we, as the exhibit's curators 
propose, give more ''thoughtful 
consideration of our historic 
built environment before two- 
dimentional images are all 
that we have left of it."
